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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon 
reconsideration, the Examiner agrees that the claims are neither taught nor suggested 
by the prior art. Specifically the Examiner notes that the claimed organosilane 
compounds that contain an organic polymerizable substituent is a combination of three 
different silanes. The Examiner had previously read this limitation as being one of 3- 
glycidoxypropyl trimethoxysilane, methacryloxypropyl trimethoxysilane and vinyl 
trimethoxysilane. In fact, the claim requires that the compounds consist of each of 
these three compounds. Thus the claims require a medical apparatus that is coated 
with a sol-gel prepared from five different silanes, as defined in claim 1 , and further from 
dimethylmalonic acid. Such a specific sol-gel composition on an apparatus is not taught 
or suggested by the prior art. There simply is no motivation to combine each of the 
three different functional silanes as claimed.
